Meet the Artists 


DAVID ZAFER was born in 1934, and be- 
gan his musical training at the age of eight 
violin. By age nine, he had won a six- 
ear scholarship from the Royal College of 
Music in London—a scholarship open only 
to 12 year-olds—and went on to earn an in- 
ternational reputation as an accomplished 
performer. He has worked with such re- 
nowned artists as Oscar Shumsky, Glenn 
Gould, Leonard Rose, William Primrose and 
noted pedagogue Ivan Galamian. As a per- 
former, his career has spanned a full spec- 
trum of engagements from associate 
concertmaster, concertmaster and guest so- 
loist with the Toronto and Baltimore Sym- 
phony Orchestras, the Hart House Orches- 
tra, the Stratford Festival Orchestra and the 
National Ballet of Canada Orchestra, to 
chamber group recitals at the Marlboro Fes- 
tival and with the Stratford Festival’s noted 
chamber group. 






For more than 30 years now, David Zafer has 
focused with remarkable commitment and 
innovation on developing young Canadian 
musicians. Since 1968, he has been a profes- 
sor of music at the University of Toronto. 
During that time, he has given masterclasses 
at the faculties from coast to coast in Canada 
and abroad, including Rice University in 

Touston, Texas, and the Menuhin School in 

urrey, England. In 1994, Mr. Zafer was fea- 
tured at the European String Quartet Semi- 
nar in Budapest, Hungary, and was invited to 
the Reina Sofia School in Madrid, the most 
famous music school in Spain, where he held 
masterclasses and conducted the chamber 
orchestra. His recent summer appearances 
have included a televised and recorded con- 
ducting debut in Seoul, Korea, and 
masterclasses at the Meadowmount School 
of Music. He is returning to Meadowmount 
this year, and remains a faculty member of 
Domaine Forget where he _ gives 
masterclasses and conducts string ensembles. 


Mr. Zafer became Principal Conductor of the 
Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra in the 
1987/1988 season. He became conductor of 


the University of Toronto Chamber Orches- 
tra in 1981, and has worked with the national 
Youth Orchestra of Canada as performance 
coach, In addition, he has served as music 
and artistic director of the Courtenay Music 
Centre and Festival, and recently founded the 
Zafer String Institute, a summer academy for 
advanced string players. 


The U of T Chamber Orchestra gives frequent 
performances at the Heliconian Club, Arts 
& Letter Club and other venues. The Cham- 
ber Orchestra garners consistent praise from 
such internationally acclaimed artists as 
Pinchas Zukerman and José Luis Garcia, both 
of whom have been regular guest conductor/ 
soloists with the orchestra. In addition to fea- 
turing the outstanding student soloists, the 
orchestra collaborates frequently with some 
of Canada’s most renowned musicians, in- 
cluding Patricia Parr, Joaquin Valdepenas, 
William Aide, Daniel Domb, Jeanne Lamon 
and Scott St. John. The orchestra performed 
in the 1991 Mozart Bicentennial Celebration 
at Lincoln Center, where it received stand- 
ing ovations. 


Born in Toronto, SHANE KIM began his vio- 
lin studies at the age of nine; and later went 
on to study with Gerard Kantarjian. Since 
then, he has won many scholarships and 
awards, including second prize at the CIBC 
National Festival Competition (Chamber 
Music), and the University of Toronto Nick 
Gelmych Violin Award. He has participated 
in the Aspen, Colorado Springs, Domaine For- 
get and Chautauqua Music Festivals, where 
he held principal and associate principal po- 
sitions in those orchestras. He has participated 
in masterclasses by such artists as Pierre 
Amoyal, Martin Beaver, Glenn Dicterow, José 
Luis Garcia, Peter Oundjian, Kyoko 
Takezawa and Pinchas Zukerman, as well as 
members of Amici and the Audubon, Chicago 
and St. Lawrence String Quartets. Shane has 
performed the Mendelssohn Concerto with 
the Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra at 
Roy Thomson Hall, and at the 1998 Guelph 
Spring Festival. Shane is a fourth-year stu- 
dent at the University of Toronto, studying 


with David Zafer. 


Born in London, Ontario, violinist SARAH 
PRATT began studying violin at age four in 
Kitchener, later continuing her work in Toronto 
at the Royal Conservatory of Music, studying 
privately with Virginia Chen Wells. She is a 
fourth-year Bachelor of Music performance ma- 
jor at U of T, studying with David Zafer. Ms. 
Pratt made her orchestral debut at age 14 at the 
Guelph Spring Festival. She has since been a 
featured soloist with the U of T Chamber Or- 
chestra and Symphony Orchestra. In 1997 she 
won second place in the Canadian Music Com- 
petition (25 and under group) with an acclaimed 
performance of the Sibelius Concerto. Ms. Pratt 
made her solo debut with the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra inl1998 with performances of the 
Tchaikovsky Violin Concerto. She has partici- 
pated in the Encore, Colorado Springs, Domaine 
Forget Festivals and the National Youth Orches- 
tra, and in master classes by Pinchas Zukerman, 
Christian Tetzlaff, Peter Oundjian, Jaime Laredo, 
Martin Chalifour, Glenn Dicterow, Jose Luis 
Garcia, Regis Rasquier and Pierre Amoyal. She 
was a member of the Toronto Symphony Youth 
Orchestra for five years, sharing the 
concertmaster chair for two seasons before be- 
coming principal concertmaster in her last year. 


Ottawa-born violinist ANITA WALSH began 
her musical studies at the age of eight. In Ot- 
tawa, she studied with Victor Pomer and was 
the winner of many competitions and awards that 
include the Ontario Music Festivals Association 
Provincial Competition, the Hayward Memorial 
Award, and the George Pierce Trophy. Ms. Walsh 
joined the Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra 
in 1994 when she moved to the Toronto area, 
and was the recipient of youth orchestra schol- 
arships for three years. In addition to being 
concertmaster last season, she was a featured 
soloist with the orchestra in a series of concerts. 
In 1997, Ms. Walsh was the concertmaster of 
the National Youth Orchestra of Canada and 
worked with the esteemed Canadian conductor, 
Mario Bernardi, in the orchestra’s cross-Canada 
tour. She has also performed in masterclasses 
for many distinguished musicians, including 
Martin Chalifour, José Luis Garcia, Cho-Liang 
Lin, Kyoko Takezawa and Pinchas Zukerman.
